D»te of His Transfer to Private Lifs 
Itorked by Persuance of Hie Pm^ 
pose to Protect His Fair Fame 
Against Reprobation. 



Washington, Oct. 9. — Notwithstand- 
ing the day marked an important 
turning point In the career of Rear 
Admiral Schley, being nothing less 
than the date of bis transfer from the 
active to the retired list of the navy, 
he wai In hla accustomed seat within 
the railing ot the Schley court of ip* 
quiry and gave his usual attention to 
the proceedings of the court. The re 
tirement of Admiral Schley is in ac- 
cordance with the law, he having 
reached the age of 62 yeara. It was 
gMerally remarked that he did not 
look his age. 

The formal proceedings of the day 
began with the rc-introdiiction of 
Lieutenant M. L. Bristol, formerly 
watch officer of the Texas as a wit- 
tteaa. He was under croae-examlnation 
when the court adjoutned Tuesday 
and Mr. Rayner continued his ques- 
tions. Other witnesses on tlie list for 
the day included Lieutenant Com- 
mander Templin M. Potts, who was 
navigator on the Massachusetts dur- 
ing the war with Spain; Lieutenant A. 
W. Grant, who was also on the Massa- 
chusetts; Roar Admiral H. C. Taylor, 
who as captain, commanded the bat- 
tleship Indiana: Commander William 
H. Bchuetse, who was navigator on 
the Iowa; Lieutenant Jonas H. Hoi- 
den, who as an officer on the Scor- 
pion, made the log record of the com- 
munication of Commander Suther- 
land to Commodore Schley concerning 
the condition off SantiuKo. It was 
not expected that all these would be 
heard daring the day. but those who 
have not' been on the Hud ^wlU be 
called Thursday. ' 

Mr. Rayner began hla examination 
of Lieutenant Bristol VlKh question.-^ 
concerning the accuracy of the stadi- 
meter for the measurement of dis- 
tances at sea. He aaked If he would 
rather trust his own visual obaerva- 
tion for a 4,000 yards range than the 
Instrument. Witness Htaud that the 
stadimeter was more accurate for dis- 
tance below 4,000 yards than above 
that disUnce. At that distance he 
would make several obaervationa for 
confirmation of visual obeervatlon. 
"The error," he Bald, "becomes great- 
er the greater the distance." Wit- 
neaa considered the sextant more re- 
liable In measuring the distance be 
tween ships. Lieutenant Bristol was 
questioned by Mr. Rayner concerning 
the distance out of the blockading 
ships at Cienfuegos. but he declined 
to change his estimate that it wa^ 
from eight fo ten miles from the har- 
bor. Mr. Rayner *ald: "1 will read 
you Commodore Schley's report as to 
the blockade off Cienfuegos. He says: 
'A line of blocltade waa established 
al)out four miles off shore and at night 
an Inshore line was maintained con 
alsting variously of the Scorpion, Du 
pont and Caatine, the last named ves 
sel arrived May «8 convoying the Mer 
rimac' If you are right the commo- 
dore has stated what has not occurred 
when he says a line of blockade was 
established about fofir miles off shoie 
at Clenfuegoa. That is not a correct 
statement by the cdmmodore, is it? 
"The sutements I make are what 1 
thought and what I believe to be right 
I do not Queation other people'i 

words." 

"Now refresh your recollection 
With an official report. The statements 
you have mad* are that during the 
day time the squadron lay off Cien- 
fuegos from four to six to ten miles, 
and during the night from eight to ten 
miles. Without questioning either 
Commodore Schley or yourself, when 
I read you his official report do you 
Btin Btand on your statement, about 
alx to ten miletr "I have to stand by 
my statement." 

Elevation of Shore Batterlss. 

Mr. Rayner also interrogated 1-ieu 
tenant Briatol concerning his estimate 
made aoon after the arrival of the 
fleet off Santiago that the Spanish 
shore batteries amounted to but little. 
He said Tuesday that the elevation of 
these battaries was from loO to 200 
(eet Mr. Rayner produced a ch:irt to 
■how that the Morro battery was 220 
feet above the waur line and the Zo- 
capa battery 280 (eet 

•■Now then," asked Mr. BajrHer, 
"Are you as positive about the dis- 
tance you gave here an in other cases 
In which you have given distances?" 

Oaptaln Lemly objected to the form 
of the question, laying that counsel 
was putting language witness had not 
used into the mouth of the witness.

Mr. Rayner: "In order not to put 
any words In your mouth with his un- 
fortunate Insinuation, because I am 
after the truth, I will give you an op- 
portunity now to make a full explana- 
tion as to whether you stated the ele- 
vation of the batteries between lOO 
and 200 feet?" "t did state that" 

'Did you not state to me that you 
are, as positive about that as other 
distances which you Ju/f gMO^ iB the 
?" "I did." 
"Do you still stand to your state- 
ment Is the map wrong and are you 
right r' "I still stand to my state- 
ment. I had not seen the chart when 
I prepared my statement" 

Mr. Rayner asked witness whether 
there had been anjr menace to any of 
the American shlpa July 9 from the 
shore batteries. Lieutenant Bristol re- 
plied that there was danger to the 
Gloucester because that vessel was 
unarmored. He said that he did not 
consider the New York in danger. 

Mr. Rayner then read from a report 
by Secretary Long, saying that the 
New York that day had sustained the 
undivided fire of the shore batteries. 
"Do you still say in view of that state- 
ment that the shore batteries did not 
amount to anything " "You asked me 
my opinion," the witness replied, "and 
I have given it to you." 

Admiral Dewey: "W dont want 
spinions." 

Position of Ships In Battle. 
At the request of Mr. Rayner wit 
neas made me«aurements from his 
chart to show the dlatance the Brook 
lyn Was (tom the Spanish ships dur 
ing the fight off Santiago. The reply 
was :"The distance of the Oquendo 
from the Brooklyn, taken from the 
Chart Just before the turn Is 4,OjOO 
yards, the Maria Teresa 2,700 yards, 
taken trim the chart when tiie Maria 
Teresa and Oquendo were about to 
run ashore, which Is practically the 
nearest point, the Uquendo was 2,800 
yards from the Erooklyn and the Maria 
Teresa was 3.000 yards." 

Quoting Lieutenant Gommandar 
Hodgson's statement that the shortest 
range of the Brooklyn's guns In the 
battle was 1.400 yards and her great- 
est 2,500 yards and referring to the 
fact that a nuuil)er of Brooklyn's 
inch ahells had atnick the Spanish 
ships, Mr. Rayner asked n number of 
questions for the purpose of showing 
that If the distance was as great as 
the chart shows and the guns were sot 
for the range given, it would have 
been Impossible for the shots to go to 
the mark. "Isn't Is certain?" he ask- 
ed "If the shots struck that the chart 
Is Incorrect?" Witness replied that 
the Maria Teresa and the Oquendo 
could have been hit with 6-lnch guns. " 

With guns set at that range? 
"Yes, she could do It 1 have seen 
some rery wild lira when a ship has 
any motion on." 

Captain Lemly then took the wit 
nesB, developing the fact that he had 
been for six months on the coast sur 
vey where he daily used the sextant. 

The court asked: "Did you bear any 
firing at or near Cienfuegos on the 
day the flying squadron arrived off the 
portr "I did not 

By the court: "While on the pass- 
age to Santiago from Cienfuegos were 
any signals made by either the Vixen 
or Eagle requesting the commander- 
in-chief to deorease the speed of the 
squadron r "Not that I know of." 

By the court: "Do you know that 
any orderes were signalled to the 
fleet by the Brooklyn during the bat- 
tle of July »?" "From my own per- 
sonal obsenratlM, I do not know.** 



UaotMumt Bristol was then m 
ed and Rear Admiml Taylor Waa 
called. He sUted that when the bat^ 

tie off Santiago July 3 began, the In- 
diana, of which he was in command, 
had occupied the easternmost post on 
the line of the blockade, having Uken 
the plaee ot the flagship Naw York 
when It left (or Sibony. 

In reply to a queetion from the Judge 
advocate as to whether he had observ 
ed the poeltlon of the Brooklyn at the 
time of the beginning of the battle, 
the witness said: "Just before the 
beginning of the battle I did a 
two occasions thereafter." Admiral 
Taylor then wenl Into details deecrtb- 
Ing the movements of the Brooklyn as 
dbserved by him. He did not believe 
tha tpaalsh Tossela made any attempt 
to ram aar Amarioeai vessel. 

Mr. Rayner began his cross-exami- 
nation with an effort to Introduce cer- 
tain Blgnals which passed between 
the Indiana and Admiral Sampson's 
flagship New York early In the morn- 



ship to accompany her to Slboney, 
while the response was a declination 
to do so. The admiral's invitation 
was wigwagged by Captain Chadwick 
and was as follows: "The admiral 
wishes to Iwow if you will Join him 
this morning in going to see General 
Shafter." To this Captain Taylor re- 
plied at 8:37: 'Work aboard ship 
lueviouslv noinv; cn prevents me (rom 
going with you today." 

Mr. Rayner contended the signals 
were among the most Important oc- 
currence o( the day prior to the time 
that the command of the fleet devolv- 
ed upon Admiral Schley. 

Captain i>emiy ri'plit d that under 
previous rulings of the court the read- 
ing of the signals was clearly inad- 
mlssable. However, he agreed to con- 
sult with Mr. Rayner and that l( the 
reacling of the signals should appear 
proper, Admiral Taylor could be re- 
called and the (uicstlon asked. To 
this Mr. Rayner consented. 

The court asked only one question 
o( Admiral Taylor, -\8 follows: "Was 
the Indiana In such position with re^ 
ereni e to the Brooklyn and the ene- 
my's ships just after they cleared the 
entrance of the harbor that you couia 
form a (airly correct estimate of the 
distance between them?" The reply 
was: "At the time mentioned there 
were but two occasions when smoke 
permitted me to see the Brooklyn (lis 
tinctly. 1 could not therefore say 
what was the distance t)etween the 
enemy and the Brooklyn Just after the 
Spanish fleet came out o( the arbor 

Admiral Taylor was then excused 
and Lieutenant Commander T. .... 
Potts, who was navigator 0( the Mas 
sacbusetts, was called. 

Admiral Seh ley's Manner. 
Lieutenant Potts said when asked 
by Captain Lemly to give his estlmare 
o( the bearing of Cdmnii dore Schl< y 
the day of the bombardment of the 
Colon, May 31, "bis manner was that 
of a man laboring under extrem? men 
tal excitement; o( a man who had a 
disagreeable duty to pw.foim, and 
tried to get through with It as soon as 
he could." 

On cross-examination Lieutenant 
Potts said with reference to Captain 
Ulgglnaon'a sUtement that Admiral 
Schley's manner waa that of a com 
mander-ln-chle(, that he had better 
means of knowing because he was out 
side while Captain Hlgginson was In 
the conning tower. Rt ferring to 
Schley's failure to enter the harbor 
after bombarding the Col»n, as be 
said he Intended to do, Mr. Rayner 
asked: "Suppose you' were made 
aware of the fact that when he enter 
ed into that engagement he was u:i 
d 'r the regulations of the navy not to 
engage shore batteries if there was 
any danger of the shore batterie!^ 
crippling the ships, would you say, if 
you knew of th:.t that he was still la 
boring under great mmtal excite 
ment?" "1 cannot answtr that 

Cap.ain Lemly objected tu the in 
troduction of the navy department 
orders as evidence, but the court de 
elded that they cotUd be put In and 
Mr. Rayner introduced an order to 
CommiHlore Schley by Secretary Long 
April 0. and directed to Admiral Samp 
son. Following Lieutenant Potts was 
Lieutenant E. F. Leiper, who served 
on the New Orleans. He told of the 
bombardment of the Colon May 21, 
and was on the stand when COUrt au- 
Journed fur the dajr^ •

At a prelitninary meeting of persona 

interested in the organic ition of a ca op- 
erative Inaurance company held Monday 
afternoon it wao decided to organise a com- 
pany to insure against fire, lightning and 
wind, to be limited to Maysville and the 
towns of Mason County. No risk to be 
t%ken in excees of $2,000, and no property 
to be taken for more than two-thirds of its 
f iircasb value, and no expenses to be in- 
0 irrad beyond one annual asseaament of 
10 cents per grade on the hundred dol 
lars insurance. 

Among those present were Messrs. W, 
H. RobI), Jaa. B. Key, Joe. Cochran and 
Tony F.aythnm, of the Farmers' Mutual 
Company, who gave many practical sug- 
geatlono and their hearty approval to the 
movement. It whr .stated that the lopses 
of this company, in the pa«t six months, 
did not exceed 6 cents on tbe hundred 
dollars insurance, and that by actual cal- 
culation the company since its organiza- 
tion had saved to the farmer! of Maion 
County upward of $100,000.

A St. iioais Ciob Will Pass Here To-morrow 
Per Ckariatteavllle, Va , ta greet a 
HHMnt to tka BlatMBM. 



The Jefferson Club of St. Louis will 
pass here some time to-morrow en route 
to Charlottesville, Va., to visit the tomb 
of Thomas Jefferson and place in position 
a new monument to tbe venerated Presi- 
dent of a hundred years ago. It is a 
memorial shaft, hewn from the red gran- 
ite bills of Missouri, and will be carried 
to Montioello,aa Miaaonri*! return for the 
grey-granite abaft which formerijr marked 
the grave of Thomas Jefferson, and now 
stands on the campua of tbe State 
Univeraity at Oolnmbia, Mo. The in- 
loription on tbe plain qaarry-faced red 
granite abaft tells ita etory at perfectly 
as tbe world-famooo Inaerlption on the 
time-worn grey granite monument tells 
its atory. The inscription on tbe new 
ebaftraada: 

" Thoina.s Jt-tftrsou, • 
CitixeD, statesman, patriot 

Tbe greatest 
advueate of humeu liberty. 
Opposing special privileges, 
Be loved aud trostsd 
the people.

The Jefferson Club, an or- 
ganisation of Democrats of St. Louis, or- 
iginated the pre ject of making a pilgrim- 
age to the tomb aud homestead of ita il- 
lustrious namesake. Since the incep- 
tion of tbe plan, additions have come to 
the number of the pilgrims from all |)arts 
of the State. 

The shaft which the pilgrims will un- 
veil has, after exhibition in St. Louis, 
been sent on to Monticello to be set in 
place.
